The power of dictatorship is 
mlso evident in another way, It 
is able by direct Instructions 
and by the ¢ree use of material 
Incentives, 4o obtain the pattern 
of labour distribution—gs be~ 
tween different” skilis and 
industries—which it wants, 

The large differesces in pay 
and privileges which exist — in 
the Soviet Union have often 
been note, To some extent they 


may be just the result of the’ 


now ruling class estabtishing It- 
self. But they certainly also 
reflect a deliberate attempt to 
relate material rewards to 
different degrees and kinds of 
effort and skill and abitity in 
accordance with the respective 


‘| contributions made by ¢hese_ to 


what the government regard as 
the nerds of the economy. 

The difficulty of doing any 
such thing in a democracy, 
where there {s a most uneven 
distribution of wealth, a still 
far from democratic system of 
education and at the same time 
complete freedom for indlviduals 
to organiso themselves into 
groups to protect their interests, 
need ‘hardly be stressed, But, in 
Russia where no_ sectional 
groupings are allowed to chal-

Nor can one avoid the — less 
comfortable cqnclusion that the 
most dangerous event for the 
casy going, luxury and liberty 
loving West (in the absence of 
all-round disarmament), would 
te the discovery by Russia as 
well os the West of an effective 
defence against nuclear attack—- 
if this meant returning to a 
position where power jay once 
again with those countries 
which enjoy overwhelming 
quantitative predominance in 
manpower and in the Instru- 
ments of war. 

Such a discovery, 
seems unlikely. 1 share the 
widely held view that the 
Russian tactics, for the inoment 
at least, are to expand the 
power and Influence of Com- 
munism through economic and 
political penetfation, especially 
in the so-called, uncommitted 
areas. 

The execution of the new in- 
dustrial plan will be of great 
help to them In their task. They 
will certainly be In o position, 
if they so desire, to provide 
economic and technical ald on 
a very large senile. And while 
no doubt the call on this from 
China will be substantial, there
